Dr%gB waa arrested 
and served eleven years at Joiiet, 
Guyon escaped, carrying with him 
counterfeit plates and $40,000 iu bogus 
greenbacks.

August eiection," Bays theLouisvilleOour- 
ier-Jourual, " should remind Democrats 
of their duty to go to the polls and raeord 

their votes for tlieir n' minee for State 
Treaaorer, as wellaa for their local can- 
didatoa. Apathy has been for many years 
past the greatest foe of the Democracy in 
thia State. This has been more marked 
in what are called "off years," but even 
at Gubernatorial and Presidential elec- 
tions tbe votes cast have fallen far below 
the number of voters in the State. The 
total vote for Treasurer in 1885 was 144,- 
8S1. The vote for Governor in 1883 was 
222.796, while that for President in 1876, 
wu 258,790. At the Presidontial elec- 
tion in 1884 tbo TOto east was 278,886. At 
the Gubernatorial election in 1887 the 
total vote reached 285,100. For Preai- 
dent in 1888 in was 844,781. While this 
showed a large increase over the vote of 
tbe preceding year, it ia evidently below 
the voting strength of the State. Onr 
population in 1F80 was 1 .648,690. It is a 
moderate estimate to put the present 
population at two millions, which sbeuld 
give at least four hundred thousand 
voters. Even last fall, then, we must 
estimate that over 53,000 voters failed to 
go to the polls. These voters were not 
Republicans. Moot of the members of 
that party consider votina: a luxury, and 
would rather miss a free lunch than an 
opportunity to vote the Btp a bHe a n ticket. 

''The above figures, showing the indif- 
ference of Democrats about going to the 
polls, are given, beeaose upon thooe, and 
upon these alone, ia basted the Republi- 
can boast that they are going to carry 
the State this anmmer. They are not 
foolish enough to suppose that they have 
with them a majority of the voters of 
the State. Last fall, when their vote 
reached the high water mark, they re- 
corded but 155,134 votes against 183,800
